prefent to fet forth. The vile Way in which her Mo- 
ther proftituted her, and the many Enormities fhe com- 
mitted after that Proftitution, are too well known in 
this Part ; but the grand Particulars againit her are her 
own Behaviour, whilft fhe, in her Mother’s Name, 
kept the Bird in Hand. -'The Houle was one intire 
Scene of all Extra and Vice, Swearing, Whor- 
ing, Drinking, Cheating, and all the vileft Debauchery, 
tending to corrupt the Morals of Youth, were prattifed 
there. Seldom lefs than 7 or 8 loofe Women attended 
there, to proftitute themfelves on all Occafions. The 
Houfe was feldom ¢old, and at all times there was a 
frefh Supply, and nothing a Libertine could defire was 
wanting theze, till the Dutchman was murdered. Her 
Behavicar, on her Examination by the Coroner, was 
infolent, and tho’ confronted by circumftantial Evi- 
aences, as the Blood on the Floor, Curtains and Bed, 
yet fhe braved all the Evidences, and it was with fome 
Difliculty the Coroner could be brought to commit her 
to Gaol. Her Behaviour in Gaol was of a Piece with 
that abroad, all Infolence and Threats; nothing but 
Oaths and Execrations proceeded from her; but her 
Behsviour at her Trial, between Trial and Execution, 
ovt-did even herfelf.
